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Surrender of Schelestadt. 

The surrender of Schelestadt occurred yes- 
terday, after a day’s heavy bombardment from 
the Prussian batteries, This place was one 
of the most important positions held by the 
French east of the Vosges. Itis a strongly- 
fortified town twenty-six miles southwest of 
Strasbourg. It is naturally a strong place, 
being t urrounded dy marshes that make the 
“pproech of an enemy exceedingly difficult, 
Tue Prussians had pessed it. however, on 
their road to Epinal. 


What May Come of It. 

If the reports of negotiations between the 
ex Empress and the Prussian Government are 
true, and Germany becomes the champion of 
the fourth Napoleon, it is a question* whether 
the French people will consent to such an ar- 
rengement, especially when it is made as if 
they were not concerned at all in the result, 
If they ace fighting for the French Repub- 
lic aud Prussia makes peace with the French 
Empire, it will only change the matter a lit- 
tle. The warthen becomes a civil one bu 
tween Republicanism and Imperialism with 
Prussia as the ally of the latter. 


The Empress Eugenie. 

The London Standard is authority for the 
assertion that the Empress Eugenie, who is 
at present residing at Chiselhurst, in England, 
is in communication with the Prussian head- 
quarters, at Versailles, in relation to negotia- 
tions for peace and for her retarn to the 
French throne. Her departure for Versailles 
is momentarily expected, 

4 nother dispatch, however, says that it is 
Only the Imperialists who are busy in Eng: 
land, that Eugenie is not in favor of any 
movement looking to her restoration at the 
present time, and is content to wait the hopes 
and prospects ot her son. 


The Peace Failure. 

The movement in favor of peace has failed, 
it is announced, on account of the persist- 
ence of Prussia ia demanding a cession of 
French territory. Then the matter stands 
as it did before, and there is u indefinite lease 
Of war. The readiness with which the offer 
Of mediation was countenanced by both the 
French and German Governments, gave cause 
for hope that both were ready to make con- 


cessions for the sake of peace, but it turns | 


Out that each was expecting from the other 
what the world expected ffom.both.
